My mother (another of Deddington’s growing band of non-drivers) enjoys 
being able to visit the library easily, too. We cannot afford to stand by and let our precious amenities 
go. The attitude that there is always another library just a short car ride away simply does not wash. 
This library is needed here.

ON THE FARM 

All the autumn crops are now sown. The winter beans were ploughed 
in 8" deep at the start of November and will not come through until 
the new year. The winter oats and winter wheat have had a spray for weeds and the oil seed 
rape has been treated for weeds. We can now make a start with the winter maintenance pro- 
gramme. All the cultivation machinery needs to be cleaned down and serviced before being put 
away and the old workshop needs a birthday. 

The ewes are looking well and have been treated for foot problems and internal parasites. If the 
weather stays ‘opeg' and the meadows don't flood the sheep will stay out until the new year. 
When we get them in again lambing and spring will not seem far away and then we can put what 
has been a difficult farming year behind us. We have been able to sell some grain but with the 
strength of the pound the prices are still falling and with French and German wheat selling at. 
some £8/£10 a ton cheaper than ours, the export prospects are very dim. 

The fat lamb trade is also down on last year and it does not look as if it will improve before 
the new year, so it's time for a major rethink on our farming strategy and out with the pruning 
knife yet again. Perhaps Father Christmas will soften the hearts of our new Swiss landlords into 
reducing the rent! Or perhaps the supermarkets will reflect the fall in the costs of their raw 
materials and reduce your weekly shopping bills - or maybe I just might win the lottery. Oh 
well, as they say, hope springs eternal ... 

Despite night time frosts, day time temperatures have been good and the bees have not yet 
started to hibernate and are still foraging. Some Peacock and Tortoiseshell butterflies are still 
on the wing. Although we have had some rain in recent weeks’, the river is still only at summer 
levels and if we do not get a wet winter or a lot of snow we could be faced with water short- 
ages next year. But it is not all doom and gloom; I have had a good season's fly fishing and 
the shooting season is just starting. GEORGE FENEMORE

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for December 1847: 
17th DECEMBER. - We left. Torquay at 9 o'clock this morning and arrived at home here safely 

by half past 7 o'clock from Oxford. W. Knibbs came to get a search warrant signed, etc., 
W.Spiers also came down on business. 

20th DECEMBER - I heard from my brother John, Dr. Welch, and the Dean of Windsor 
announcing privately to me the nomination of a Mr. Brogden as my successor in the Vicarage. 
25th DECEMBER - This has been the first time that we have been prevented from meeting 
together as a family party on this joyous day for 10 years ~ owing to the very delicate state of 
our darling Betsy's health - she and Holford being now at Torquay in Devonshire. Susan and | 
both heard from our dearest children, poor Betsy had caught a troublesome cold and had had a 
blister on from which she had experienced relief. Holford, dear fellow, sent me a sermon, on 

the day, Xmas, of his own composing - a very creditable composition. 

29th DECEMBER - Mr. Franklin came on business - I gave him a Prayer Book and a 
Eucharistica, as a mark of my gratitude for services rendered in the Sunday School as a Teacher 
during my Incumbency, nearly 12 years.

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GARDENING NOTES 


it all depends on the lay-out of your garden. Hf it's nice and open 
with plenty of light from all sides the plants stay upright. If, like 
me, you have wails, everything tries to lean away from them and staking is necessary. ‘So, 
what sort of stakes? I mentioned Loop Stakes last month: useful, versatile, everlasting 
and safe, but they still look like stakes. I have some three- -legged tripod type things, 
about 20 inches high, and they are wonderful for plants which will grow up through them 
to form big, high clumps, like tall Peonies or Michaelmas Daisies. I have tried bent twigs 
a la Geoff Hamilton. You tie them together in crossed arches about 2 ft. high and hope 
the plant will make its way through them. The Alstroemerias (which are uncontrollable 
anyway) just ignored the invitation to grow into them. Some gardeners favour real twiggy 
twigs for a natural look, or just tie things back with twine to the nearest nail in the wall. 
Not being keen on a DIY eye removal, I avoid canes. The Link and Loop Stakes tend to 
get into a ghastly tangle during storage time and I get complaints from the man of the 
house. A spare dustbin which has been replaced by a wheeled bin would make a good 
stake repository. For a more elegant container a swing bin without the top could be used.

My. smail herb garden has flourished this year. The 'gharsley' parsley was exceptional. 
Huge amounts were gathered, washed, chopped and frozen in ice cube trays, then trans-.. 
ferred to freezer bags. It is so handy to fetch one out and pop it straight into the white | 
sauce. Several small bundles of sage are waiting to be made into stuffing. Easy - just 
chop bread (any size), chop (with scissors) several sage leaves, chop onion, few dollops of 
margarine, s & p, warm -water, mix well, put into oven. I have also tried to do mint 
sauce ~ not yet sampled. No tips on how to preserve chives - yet. Rosemary can always 
be dried and used as flavouring in biscuits, among other things. The parsnips and Savoy 
cabbages are very good and should be even better after the frost. Now is the time to 
enjoy ‘the fruits of our labour’. Onions, shallots, broad beans, runner beans, raspberries, 
strawberry puree in the freezer. Apple, gooseberry and blackberry wine in the jars.
